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Region is 
high on 
hit-list 
for UKIP 

UKIP is to target MPs’ seats 
in the Black Country after 
its success in European and 
council elections. 

The party’s spokesmen 
in the West Midlands are 
to talk with leader Nigel 
Farage about putting the 
area among 20 to 30 target 
seats in which it will ‘ruth¬ 
lessly’ campaign in 2015. 

The Black Country and 
Cannock Chase have some 
of the key marginal seats 
both Labour and the Tories 
need to win if either are to 
have a chance of forming 
a majority government. It 
comes after the party won 
the European Parliament 
election - the first time in 
modern history that the 
most seats were won by nei¬ 
ther the Tories or Labour. 

UKIP also gained 21 coun¬ 
cil seats in Dudley, Walsall, 
Wolverhampton, Sandwell, 
Cannock Chase and Wyre 
Forest last week. They won 
seven in Dudley and three 
in Walsall, where they pre¬ 
vented Labour from gaining 
an outright majority. 

Douglas Hansen-Luke, 
the Tory candidate for Wal¬ 
sall North, has been work¬ 
ing to unseat long-serving 
Labour MP David Winnick. 
He said: “Walsall North has 
moved unmistakably to the 
right with 52 per cent of the 
electorate supporting either 
ourselves or UKIP.”

AFTER a lifetime of swimming and run¬ 
ning, fit-as-a-fiddle Theresa Done has cel¬ 
ebrated her milestone 100th birthday. 

She regularly swam until her 80s and 
still remains active by doing seated exer¬ 
cise classes. Mrs Done, who was born in 
Old Pleck Road, Walsall, only moved into 
St Peter’s Court in Bloxwich aged 92. 

The mother-of-one enjoys art classes, 
bingo sessions and socialising with friends 
at the Accord Group-run apartments in 
Harrison Street. She celebrated her birth¬ 
day with friends and family and a party. 

Theresa ran a greengrocer shop on the 
corner of West Bromwich Road in Walsall 
with her husband John Humphries for 
12 years from 1936. The family sold the 
thriving business, which employed four 
staff, to settle in Shropshire before mov¬ 


ing back to Walsall in 1952, where The¬ 
resa worked as a shop assistant until her 
retirement in 1977. 

Teresa was married to her husband 
John for 56 years before his death in 
1993. Son John Humphries, said: “Mum 
was a runner and swimmer when she was 
younger and was still doing 25 lengths of 
the pool up until her 80s. 

“She would also go to a keep fit class 
every week, which we think has helped 
to keep her healthy.” St Peters Court is 
made up of more than 30 apartments for 
adults aged 55 or over who are able to live 
alone, but may need some day-to-day sup¬ 
port. It is managed by the Accord Group 
which manages 13,000 affordable homes 
and provides services, including care and 
support, to 80,000 people.”

Councillor 
Coughlan added that even 
through illness in his final 
days, he worked on the La¬

Police HQ 
is in line 
for move 
to centre 

WALSALL’S town centre 
police station is set to close 
and officers moved into the 
council’s civic centre to cut 
costs despite an outcry over 
the plans. 

It has emerged the council 
is also interested in taking 
over the police station when 
officers leave. Police bosses 
revealed that detailed talks 
are being held for the moves 
to go ahead. The West Mid¬ 
lands force announced last 
year that the move was one 
of its options as part of a re¬ 
view of the region’s bases. 

Up to 200 officers would 
relocate to the Darwall 
Street civic centre from the 
station in Green Lane. The 
current Bloxwich Police Sta¬ 
tion would become the bor¬ 
ough’s main headquarters. 

Senior figures had raised 
concerns that a police pres¬ 
ence would be lost in the 
heart of the borough. 

Plans for a new £13 mil¬ 
lion HQ in the town cen¬ 
tre, which was initially 
earmarked for Hatherton 
Street, are being scrapped. 

West Midlands Police 
spokeswoman Caroline 
Schubert said: “The plans 
are currently being reviewed 
to ensure the best value for 
both the council and West 
Midlands Police.” 

Council leader Mike Bird 
said the council would look 
to take over the police sta¬ 
tion but did not know what 
it would be used for.

According to the plans 
lodged with Walsall Coun¬ 
cil. It was last used by Wer- 
nick Event Hire as a storage 
and distribution depot for 
its portable accommodation 
until 2009. 

The disused warehouse 
was set alight by arsonists 
a year ago in a severe blaze 
which was tackled by 25 
firefighters. 

The plans have revealed 
that the company wants to 
relocate because it is out¬ 
growing its present site in 
Eyre Street, Birmingham. 

The firm collects waste 
metal mainly from indus¬ 
trial or construction and 
demolition outlets. 

A report, submitted with 
the planning application 
to Walsall Council, reads: 
“This metal is brought to 
the site in bulk on eight¬ 
wheeler or articulated vehi¬ 
cles, and tipped at specified 
areas of the yard. 

“The site personnel will 
sort the metal into the many 
grades required to be sup¬ 
plied to their sister company 
for further processing. Both 
manual sorting and the use 
of cranes and mobile grabs 
are used. 

“The sorted material is 
placed in designated bays 
constructed around the 
north and south-eastern 
boundaries of the site.” 

The plans state that the 
disused warehouse would be 
reclad, a weighbridge would 
be installed and cranes and 
forklift trucks will be used 
in the yard. A mobile crop¬ 
per and a baler will also be 
deployed from time to time, 
according to the plans.

in video 
sex chat 
blackmail 

PROFESSIONAL black¬ 
mailers are luring men in 
the Black Country into 
online video sex chats and 
then threatening to post 
the footage on the internet 
unless their victims pay 
thousands of pounds into 
offshore bank accounts. 

The details have emerged 
after police in the West Mid¬ 
lands received eight such 
reports in recent months, 
involving men from Walsall, 
Wolverhampton and Dud¬ 
ley. 

Detectives say offenders 
usually target their victims 
by adding them as a friend 
on social media sites such 
as Facebook or by befriend¬ 
ing them in internet chat 
rooms. They will then flirt 
with their victims and lure 
them into video conversa¬ 
tions, usually on Skype or 
FaceTime, during which 
both parties engage in sex¬ 
ual acts. 

The offender will then 
send a message to the vic¬ 
tim requesting cash. They 
also attach a screen grab of 
the video as proof they have 
the footage and threaten to 
post it online if the money 
isn’t paid. 

In the West Midlands, 
boys and men aged between 
14 and 46 have been tar¬ 
geted by the offenders since 
the beginning of this year.

IT was supposed to be the gift of life when 
Nathan Black’s 70-year-old mother Adrianne 
donated one of her kidneys. 

But just two weeks before he was due to be given 
the all-clear, the 45-year-old found himself in hospi¬ 
tal with complications. 

The toxins in his body had begun to rise and not enough 


blood was going to his new k 

The father-of-three, from 
Brownhills, was forced to 
undergo three ultrasound 
scans, a biopsy, an MRI scan 
and an angiogram, which 
confirmed the organ was 
being starved of blood and 
as a result was slowly dying. 

After 10 days in Birming¬ 
ham’s QE Hospital, doctors 
made the decision to remove 
the kidney and on May 1 it 
was taken out. 

Mr Black is now back on 
dialysis three times a week, 
four hours a day, at Samuel 
Johnson Community Hospi¬ 
tal in Lichfield. 

Experience 

The hospital performs 
600 transplant operations 
a year, 200 of which involve 
kidneys. Only one in 20,000 
patients across the coun¬ 
try experience their kidney 
being killed off in this way. 

“Unfortunately I was one 
of those statistics,” said Mr 
Black. “It was a big shock 
and I was absolutely devas¬ 
tated, as was my mum. 

“I was two weeks away 
from being signed off from 
hospital and being free to go 
and enjoy myself.” 

It was in 2005 that Mr 
Black’s kidneys began to fail 
after he picked up a disease 
that went undiagnosed. 

He received the trans¬ 
plant from his mother in 
February and has since 
been receiving counselling 
to help him come to terms 
with what has happened. 

“My girlfriend and my

friend are going to get them¬ 
selves tested to see if they 
are suitable matches but I 
cannot have another trans¬ 
plant until August so that 
my body is ready for it.” 

Mr Black is back on the 
donor waiting register along 
with 6,000 other kidney pa¬ 
tients. 

He is now urging people 
to get themselves tested to 
see if they could be a poten¬ 
tial match and wants to en¬ 
courage more people to sign 
up to become a donor. 

Mrs Black of Tudor Road 
in Burntwood, said she 
would go through the pro¬ 
cedure again if she could to 
help her son. 

“The transplant made 
such a fantastic difference 
to Nathan during the 10 
weeks it was in place. 

“The difference a success¬ 
ful transplant makes is just 
wonderful to see.”

council - but only just

LABOUR took control of 
Walsall Council during 
a tightly-fought contest, 
which saw the Conserv¬ 
atives lose power for the 
first time this century and 
UKIP gain three seats. 

However, the authority con¬ 
tinues to have no party with an 
outright majority of councillors 
as Labour fell one seat short 
and must now rely on support 
from independent councillors if 
it is to force through its policies 
and pledges in the coming year. 

The area was the last of the Black 
Country boroughs not to be in La¬ 
bour’s hands before polls closed at 
10pm last night and the party had 
sent high-profile politicians, includ¬ 
ing leader Ed Miliband and shadow 
health secretary Andy Burnham to 
rally support. 

Administration 

But the party only managed to 
win two more seats than it had pre¬ 
viously. - taking the total to 30 out 
of 60. 

The Conservatives lost two seats 
to Labour and one to UKIP, while 
UKIP also won seats from the 
Liberal Democrats. It means that 
Labour now have 30 seats, Conserv¬ 
atives 21, Liberal Democrats three, 
Independent two, UKIP three and 
Democratic Labour one. 

Deputy leader of the Labour 
Group, Councillor Sean Coughlan, 
said it paved the way for Labour to 
form an administration. He said: 
“As the night started it was really 
difficult to predict. The whispering 
suggested all sorts of things would 
happen. We got two seats from the 
Conservatives. It puts us in a posi-

tion where we can form an adminis¬ 
tration. I’m sure UKIP are pleased 
with their results too.” 

Husband and wife UKIP candi¬ 
dates Darren and Liz Hazell both 
took seats in the Short Heath and 
Willenhall North wards, while UKIP 
made another gain in Brownhills. 
Liz Hazell said: “It’s been a 10-year 
battle but we got there. We are the 
minority but we are going to work 
with the council. We are here to 
work for the residents.” 


Mr Hazell added: “I’m over¬ 
whelmed. It was close but we’ve 
been trying to do this for a long 
time. It’s fantastic to be there.” 

Labour candidate Aftab Nawaz, 
who took hold of St Matthews, said: 
“It was a clean fight and I want to 
thank my opponents and agent.” 

Labour Councillor Kath Phillips, 
who retained her seat in Bloxwich 
East, said: “I’m very proud of the 
people who have supported me. It’s 
wonderful. Despite all the hype from 


UKIP, our supporters still stayed.” 
Conservative Anthony Harris, who 
retained his seat in Aldridge North 
and Walsall Wood, said: “I’m elated, 
We’ve concentrated on local issues.” 

Labour’s manifesto included 
pledge to create apprenticeships foi 
young people, cut councillors’ allow¬ 
ances by 30 per cent, cut the number 
of senior managers and increase pay 
for council staff on the minimum 
wage, paying them the so-called ‘liv¬ 
ing wage’ of at least £7.65 an hour

THE UK Independence Par¬ 
ty has been basking in the 
sunshine of success in the 
European Parliament elec¬ 
tions, despite one of their 
three new West Midland 
MEPs making umbrellas for 
a living. 

But while UKIP enjoyed 
their victory with seven 
seats up for grabs in the re¬ 
gion, there was nothing for 
the Liberal Democrats to 
celebrate having lost their 
only West Midlands seat in 
the Brussels parliament. 
Labour, meanwhile, doubled 
its tally of MEPs. 

The Conservatives won 
two seats having previously 
held three. Former UKIP 
MEPs Mike Nattrass and 
Nikki Sinclaire, who both 
formed breakaway Euros¬ 
ceptic groups, also lost their 
seats. 

Newly-installed Dudley 
Councillor, Bill Etheridge, 
has had a double celebration 
after winning the votes to 
become a UKIP MEP. 

Mr Etheridge, aged 44, 
had already stood as UKIP’s 
candidate to be the West 
Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner in 2012 but 
came fourth behind Labour, 
the Tories and an independ¬ 
ent candidate. 

The victorious Mr 
Etheridge declared: “The 
future’s bright, the future’s 
purple.” 

And he said he would 
continue to serve as a local 
councillor, despite his new 
job in Brussels. 

Newly elected MEP Jill 
Seymour, aged 56, declared 
that voters were ‘fed up’ of 
the ‘same old rhetoric and 
spin’ as she celebrated with 
supporters and her husband 
Brian, aged 77. 

Umbrella-maker and 
fellow new MEP James 
Carver, aged 44, has been 
with UKIP since 1996. 

Newly-elected member 
Neena Gill, aged 57, was an 
MEP for Labour from 1999 
to 2009 but lost her seat 
in the last election. Second 
on Labour’s list was Sion 
Simon, aged 45, the former 
Erdington MP. 

Meanwhile, Tory MEP 
Philip Bradbourn, aged 62, 
has now held his seat in 
Brussels since 1999.Anthea 
McIntyre, aged 59, was not 
elected in the 2009 poll but

Jail on hold for motorcyclist who hit girl 


A MOTORCYCLIST who hit a 10-year-old 
girl on a pedestrian crossing, catapulting 
her into the air and leaving her with a frac¬ 
tured skull, has been handed a 12-month 
driving ban and a suspended jail sentence. 

Demi-Lee Broadway spent time in a 
wheelchair and was unable to do physical 
activities for two months after being struck 
by the motorbike in Bentley Road North, 
Walsall, as she walked home. 

Sean Sconce had overtaken a bus and 
was on the wrong side of the road as he hit 
the schoolgirl on his Suzuki GSXR 600 just 
after midday on September 28 last year, 


Walsall Magistrates Court heard last week. 
Mrs Rachael Smith, prosecuting, said a bus 
stopped at the crossing after the driver saw 
Demi-Lee and eight-year-old sister Ruby 
waiting to cross. 

But CCTV on the bus captured 25-year- 
old Sconce overtaking the vehicle before 
hitting Demi-Lee, who had been to the 
shops with her younger sister. 

She told the court he had been travel¬ 
ling at an average speed of 38mph. The 
schoolgirl suffered a compressed fracture 
to the skull and her ankle was in a cast for 
eight weeks. She was forced to use a wheel¬ 


chair for six weeks, but her skull has since 
healed and with no permanent damage.The 
County Bridge school pupil drifted in and 
out of consciousness and was taken to Wal¬ 
sall Manor Hospital. 

She was kept in hospital for five days 
before being discharged. Mrs Smith said: 
“Both the girls are now very scared of the 
road. As for Demi, she is more so of motor¬ 
bikes. They say this incident has had a mas¬ 
sive effect on the family.” 

Sconce, of Wrexham Avenue, Bentley, 
pleaded guilty to causing serious injury by 
dangerous driving at an earlier hearing. 


Mr Brij Chaudhry, mitigating, said 
Sconce had assumed the bus has stopped at 
a bus stop, which was only a short distance 
away from the pedestrian crossing. 

He said: “This is not a genuinely irre¬ 
sponsible driver. He made a mistake. He is 
paying the consequences for that.” 

Chairman of the bench, Mr Simon Hal- 
lam handed Sconce a 16-week prison sen¬ 
tence, suspended for 12 months, with a 
requirement to carry out 300 hours unpaid 
work. He was also given a 12-month driving 
ban and told to pay £120 costs and £80 vic¬ 
tim surcharge.

New multi-million pound health plans

A MULTI-MILLION pound medical 
centre to serve up to 35,000 patients 
has been proposed to transform a for¬ 
mer factory site. 

The £6 million complex has been 
earmarked for Corporation Street, 
Caldmore, and would create around 
30 jobs. 

The scheme includes two GP sur¬ 
geries, pharmacy, dentist, chiropodist, 
physiotherapist and an opticians. 

There are also plans for a new dialy¬ 
sis centre and nurse and blood service. 


Work could start in July depending 
on the scheme getting the go-ahead 
from Walsall Council, and take be¬ 
tween 18 and 24 months to complete. 

The 33,000ft development is being 
put forward through Lighthouse De¬ 
velopments, which has been in contact 
with NHS England over the plans. 

It could see completely new opera¬ 
tors move in or existing practices from 
within the borough moved to the pur¬ 
pose-built complex. Existing buildings 
and vacant houses which form part of 


the application site will be demolished 
under the proposals, which include 
around 50 car parking spaces. 

A firm plan is being put to the coun¬ 
cil, six years after Lighthouse Devel¬ 
opments directors Mohammed Barkat 
and Ijaz Hussain started working on 
the project. 

The site was formerly occupied by 
a factory, which closed down around 
15 years ago. It has only been used as 
a builder’s year and for car storage 
since then.

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IT’S about time councils 
scrapped this system of elect¬ 
ing a third of its members three 
years out of four. 

When control of councils are 
on such a knife-edge as Walsall 
was, and indeed still is, it does 
nothing to provide stable or 
long-term plans. 

County councils went to the 
polls last year and everyone 
went up for election at the same 
time. They now know what they 
have to deal with for the next 
four years. A year on from those 
elections, those councillors are 
currently immune from the ups 
and downs of politics. 

Whether UKIP’s successes 
in the metropolitan boroughs of 
the Black Country was a blip, a 
protest or the start of something 
new and different in politics, it 
won’t make a difference in Staf¬ 
fordshire’s County Hall. 

Contrast that with somewhere 
like Walsall, where a coalition of 
Tories and Lib Dems were cling¬ 
ing on by a thread until Thursday 
and had only set out cuts for the 
next year, rather than the coming 
five as has happened in Wolver¬ 
hampton where Labour had too 
many councillors to shift. 

Being stuck in a coalition is 
no political party’s idea of a 
good way to run local govern¬ 
ment but knowing that, for bet¬ 
ter or worse, it has to last a long 
time at least forces everyone to 
knuckle down and get on with it. 

As it stands, Walsall has to go 
through all this again next year. 
Labour will try to make friends 
with some independents. The 
Tories will try to find common 
ground with LJKIP. 

Was it the leaders who were 
the biggest liabilities on polling 
day? Whether it was Ed Milib¬ 
and’s messy attempt to eat a ba¬ 
con sandwich, David Cameron 
ringing for a chat or Nick Clegg 
in a Birmingham cash-and-carr- 
ythey have gone to great lengths 
to appear in touch. 

The attempt generally fails 
thanks to the stage-managed 
public appearances and army 
of aides and advisers who guide 
them about. 

Nick Clegg said three times 
in Brum that leaving the EU 
would be ‘economic self-harm’, 
as though he were crow-bar- 
ring in prepared sound bites 
to any question where it might 
just about work.Ed Miliband got 
a standing ovation in Walsall, 
twice - but that’s easy when the 
only people invited to the meet¬ 
ing are people already on the La¬ 
bour mailing list. 

And David Cameron ring¬ 
ing the Express & Star himself, 
rather than having an aide do it 
then pass him the phone, was so 
perfectly ‘normal’ it had to have 
been pre-planned.Nigel Farage, 
meanwhile, is not remotely nor¬ 
mal - for a politician.

Care was not there 
for my dying mother

I READ an article on care 
of the dying in hospitals. 
My experience is that there 
isn’t any care. In 2012, my 
mother was 97 and admit¬ 
ted to New Cross and Wal¬ 
sall Manor hospitals on sev¬ 
eral occasions. She suffered 
from dementia, was clin¬ 
ically blind and deaf. She 
had several mini-strokes. In 
September she was at New 
Cross and it was obvious she 
had not got long to live. 

A doctor said she was 
clinically fit to go home. 
Even though she was on a 
drip, needed 24-hour care, 
could not feed herself and, 
because of her needs, was 
unable to return to the resi¬ 
dential care home where she 
lived. I had to find a suita¬ 
ble nursing home, so she 
could be discharged. When I 


had found a nursing home, 
which was in Great Wyrley, 
the hospital sent a member 
of staff in a taxi to the home 
with an air mattress so my 
mother could be discharged. 

Even though I had pro¬ 
tested to the doctor that 
in no way was she fit to be 
discharged, she was dis¬ 
charged to the nursing 
home and died within 24 
hours. Can someone tell me 
how less ‘clinically fit to be 
discharged’ can you be if you 
die in less than a day? 

Apart from the distress of 
being moved about whilst 
in the process of dying, she 
went to a different coroner’s 
area and problems occurred 
where they were even con¬ 
sidering an autopsy.

MORE than 150 homes will be built on long¬ 
term derelict land under new multi-million 
pound regeneration plans, it has emerged. 

A mixture of apartments, bungalows and hous¬ 
es are being planned for Silver Court Gardens in 
Brownhills as part of a £17m scheme. Walsall Hous¬ 
ing Group is behind the ambitious proposals. 


The organisation is pre¬ 
paring to submit an appli¬ 
cation to council chiefs this 
month. 

The site has been stand¬ 
ing empty for around a 
decade after previous resi¬ 
dential blocks were demol¬ 
ished. It forms a main part 
of steps to breathe new life 
into the area and build, new 
modern properties. 

Bungalows 

Mark Tranter, head of 
development at Walsall 
Housing Group, said: “As a 
continuation of our Brown¬ 
hills regeneration prog¬ 
ramme plans are in place to 
build a large mixed tenure 
scheme in partnership with 
Kier comprising 157 new 
build homes at Silver Court 
Gardens, in Brownhills. 

“The £17 million scheme 
will be completed in three 
phases and includes 45 one 
and two-bedroom apart¬ 
ments and bungalows for 
general need, 62 one and 
two-bedroom apartments 
for over 55s and 50 homes 
for sale. We will submit a 
detailed planning applica-

tion, which is set to go be¬ 
fore a planning committee 
in August. 

“This development would 
continue our work to regen¬

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Police warning over 
children on rail tracks

A PERSONAL tribute was paid to 
murdered soldier Lee Rigby in the 
West Midlands a year after he was 
brutally killed. 

The 25-year-old’s brutal killing 
sparked shock across the country 
after he was run over with a car and 
then hacked to death by Michael 
Adebolajo and Michael Adebowale 
in Woolwich, south-east London. 

Rebecca Rigby joined hundreds 
of people who travelled from all 
over the world to pay their respects 
outside the barracks were Fusilier 
Rigby was based. At the cenotaph 
in Pelsall village, local veterans also 
gathered. Staffordshire Regiment 
veteran and bugler Roy Painter 


played the Last Post in remem¬ 
brance of the stricken serviceman. 
Organiser Phil Evans said the vil¬ 
lage wanted to commemorate the 
date. The father-of-four has been 
involved in fundraising for Fusilier 
Rigby’s son Jack, now three. 

Just under £500 was raised at 
a football match at Pelsall Villa’s 
ground last year but a summer fair 
on the common this bank holiday 
weekend had to be cancelled at the 
last minute as an application to the 
council to use the ground was sub¬ 
mitted too late. Mr Evans, aged 62, 
of Riddings Crescent, Pelsall, said: 
“I was not too chuffed but that’s in 
the past now.” 


POLICE are warning about the 
dangers of youngsters playing 
on railway tracks following a 
spate of 51 incidents in the West 
Midlands already this year. 

Walsall was the worst hotspot for 
trespassing on railway lines, with 11 
cases reported to British Transport 
Police since the start of the year. 

Officers were also called to five separate 
incidents in the Stourbridge area with the 
rest at stations around Birmingham. 

Police say many of these incidents in¬ 
volved children, and officers are now ap¬ 
pealing for parents to ensure their children 
are aware of the dangers the railway net¬ 
work poses. 

Inspector Stuart Middlemas of British 
Transport Police in Birmingham, said that 
as well as risking death or injury, anyone 
caught trespassing on the rail network 
faced a fine of up to £1,000. 

He said officers had already spoken with 
schools and written to people living near 
railway lines, as well as stepping up patrols 
in the areas where problems have been re¬ 
ported. “During the lighter evenings and in 
school holidays, we traditionally see an in¬ 
crease in trespass offences on the railway,” 
said Mr Middlemas. 

Responsibility 

“We are hoping that by targeting hot 
spot areas and highlighting the dangers 
of trespassing in an inherently dangerous 
environment, we will deter the majority of 
youngsters from playing or hanging around 
on the region’s railway.” 

Mr Middlemas also asked parents and 
adults to take responsibility by emphasis¬ 
ing the dangers to their children. “If you 
live near the railway, ask yourself ‘do you 
know where your children are playing?” 

“This is not about stopping children hav¬ 
ing fun - it is about keeping them safe from 
harm. The last thing I or any other officer 
wants to do is knock on someone’s door to 
tell a family their child has been killed or 
seriously injured as a result of them tres¬ 
passing or playing on the railway.”

£ 80 k hope 
on safety 
at danger

A MAIN route where an elderly pedestrian 
died after being hit by a car could be in line 
for up to £80,000 of safety improvements, it 
has emerged.

being carried out. “We have 
campaigned for a number 
of years to make improve¬ 
ments to the A461,” he said. 

“We would want the 
council to look at the High 
Street so there would be 
some proper crossing or ref¬ 
uge that is appropriate so 
that pedestrians can cross.” 

The development of the 
scheme would depend on 
the council getting the re¬ 
quired funding. It is one of 
a number of projects being 
looked at by the authority 
over the next 12 months.

Retiring neo natal nurse Joan Hurley with her Manor Hospital workmates 


SHE has cared for thousands 
of premature babies, nursing 
them to health. 

But after exactly 40 years at 
Walsall Manor Hospital, nursery 
nurse Joan Hurley has decided to 
hang up her stethoscope. 

The 67-year-old said she would 
miss seeing and being around babies 
every day and working alongside her 
colleagues - or her ‘family’ as she calls 
them. 

“I’ll miss the babies but I’ll also miss 
my colleagues,” she said. “We were all 
so close and just like one big family.” 

Mrs Hurley, who lives in Field Road, 
Bloxwich, started at the hospital in 
1974 after landing a job as a nurs¬ 
ery nurse. Before that she worked at 
Coalpool Nursery School in Walsall 
and she trained to be a nurse at Bil- 
ston College. 

As a neonatal nurse she had to 
care for premature babies when they 
were born, taking their temperatures, 
checking their blood sugar levels and 
feeding them. 

Mrs Hurley, who has three children 
of her own and three grandchildren 
with another two on the way, re¬ 
called one baby born on the ward who 
weighed just lib and 4oz. 

“She was so tiny but she gained 
weight and survived,” Mrs Hurley 
said. “I’ve always loved seeing the 
babies progress and then finally leave 
hospital with their parents. Some of 
the babies were with us for four or five 
months which is quite a long time.” 

Another highlight was working 
alongside midwife Nicky Heath, who 
she had cared for as a baby when she 
was born at the Manor Hospital. 

Mrs Hurley added: “I worked with 
Nicky for about 15 years. It was 
strange seeing her after all those 
years. I didn’t know who she was until 
she mentioned it. I do remember her 
as a baby. Some babies stick in your 
mind but I must have cared for thou¬ 
sands so I can’t remember them all..” 

On her last day at work, Mrs Hur¬ 
ley enjoyed a tea party with her col¬ 


leagues on the neonatal ward. Then 
some of her closest workmates took 
her to Calderfields Hotel in Walsall 
for a knees-up. Mrs Hurley said she 
would be spending her spare time in 
her much-loved garden, tending to her 
homegrown vegetables. 

And she added she’d be spending 
more time with her family and going 
on holidays with her husband Michael, 
who is a painter and decorator. 

Angela Bubalo, acting matron on the 
neonatal unit, said Mrs Hurley would 


be sorely missed. She said: “Joan was 
clearly a significant member of the 
team and her loss will be felt across 
the service.

Uproar at 
latest plan 
for gipsy 
site boost 


NEW plans have been submitted for the ex¬ 
pansion of a gipsy caravan site on greenbelt 
land in South Staffordshire, it has emerged. 

The development would see the installation of sev¬ 
en new caravan pitches and two utility buildings in 
Bursnips Road in Essington. Parish councillors have 


voted unanimously again;

School now 
on right 
track, say 
inspectors 

LEADERS at a school placed in special 
measures by Ofsted last year have ‘gained 
momentum in bringing about much-needed 
change’, inspectors have said. 

Palfrey Junior School, which has 360 pupils on 
roll, was deemed ‘inadequate’ following an inspec¬ 
tion in November. But inspectors have nowsaid the 
school has a ‘suitable’ action plan in place to drive 


forward improvements. 

However, a new report 
did say that monitoring and 
evaluation procedures set 
out by the local authority 
‘lack clarity’. 

It has also revealed that 
two teachers had left the 
school since the inspection 
last year and three full-time 
and two part-time teachers 
had been appointed. 

Class sizes in years 5 and 
6 have been reduced, with 
some pupils receiving extra 
maths tuition. Two gov¬ 
ernors have resigned and 
posts for four governors 
have been advertised. 

In the report, inspector 
Peter Humphries said: “As 
a result of the uncertainty 
surrounding the leadership 
of the school, leaders were 
initially slow to respond 
with the necessary urgency 
to the issues raised at the in¬ 
spection in November 2013. 
However, leaders through¬ 
out the school have now 
gained momentum in bring¬ 
ing about much-needed 
change.” 

The report said all teach¬ 
ing staff have a responsibil¬ 
ity to oversee and coordinate 
at least one subject area but 
it was not clear how they 
will be monitored. 

Meetings have been in¬ 
troduced to review pupils 
progress and teachers have 
access to a greater range of 
pupil data to enable staff to 
plan appropriate learning 
opportunities, according to

inspectors. Mr Humphries 
said: “Support for the teach¬ 
ing of mathematics, par¬ 
ticularly for the most able 
pupils, has been received 
from a local secondary 
school. 

“Information provided by 
the school indicates that, 
overall, pupils are making 
expected progress in math¬ 
ematics in Years 4, 5 and 6, 
but not yet in Year 3. 

“Pupils’ progress in writ¬ 
ing remains an issue, par¬ 
ticularly in Years 5 and 6. 
School leaders are aware of 
this and have planned ap¬ 
propriate training for staff 
and intervention for pupils.” 

According to the report, 
the governing body has 
taken action to ensure that 
all governors are more in¬ 
formed about all aspects 
of school performance. It 
said the school had a suit¬ 
able action plan to improve 
weaknesses but the local 
authority’s action plan was 
‘not fit for purpose’. 

Mr Humphries said: 
“Monitoring and evaluation 
procedures lack clarity, so it 
is unclear how the local au¬ 
thority will ensure that the 
school remains on track to 
improve.” 

The school, in Dale Street, 
is one of around a dozen 
borough schools that were 
placed in special measures 
since November last year. 


Fitness centre 
in pipeline at 
storage space 


A STORAGE space in Wil- 
lenhall is poised to be trans¬ 
formed into a fitness centre, 
under new plans. 

Conker Fitness has lodged 
plans with Walsall Coun¬ 
cil to move into the unit in 
Frederick William Street. 

The business runs classes 
from yoga and spin classes 
to fitness boot camps. 

A planning report, sub¬ 
mitted with the application, 
reads: “To reach our goal 
of spreading health and 
wellbeing within the com¬ 
munity, we need a larger 
premises to incorporate 
more members coming to 
the classes. 

“We are also hugely 
passionate about offering 


classes, and activities for 
children - both alongside 
adult’s classes, and as fam¬ 
ily classes.” 

It said the business was 
currently working with 
schools to increase pupils’ 
activity levels. The planning 
report added: “Conker Fit¬ 
ness is truly about giving 
back to the community, and 
putting something into it. 

“A focus of ours will also 
be to get involvement of 
younger members of the 
community, with older 
members - increasing activ¬ 
ity levels in the older gen¬ 
erations.” A decision on the 
proposals is due to be made 
by planning chiefs in the up¬ 
coming months.

He died suddenly of a heart attack 
in December last year, after which a 
spokesman said: Addison leaves 
behind a proud legacy in his tireless 
charity work, initiating and organising 
the annual Channel 4 Comedy Gala 
in aid of Great Ormond Street 
Hospital. 

“It was his dearest wish to raise 
enough to fund the opening of a 
brand-new wing of the hospital, a 
goal that is now in sight.” 

It’s fitting that many of those whose 
careers he gave at least a nudge to 
over the years are giving up their time 
to help a worthy cause that was so 
close to his heart.

And now for something com- 
pletely different: well, for me 
anyway. 

Honda’s new and much im¬ 
proved NC750S was designed 
to be a new style of fun but us¬ 
er-friendly form of two wheeler 
with the option of a hi-tech auto¬ 
matic gearbox. And it certainly 
adds a new dimension to motor¬ 
cycling. 

If you have any preconceptions 
about auto gearboxes based on the 
traditional continuously variable trans¬ 
missions (CVT) used on small scoot¬ 
ers then forget it. 

Honda’s DCT system much more 
responsive, quicker and more effi¬ 
cient. It’s an electronically-controlled 



dual clutch system very similar to the 
‘DSG’ used in Audis, VWs and some 
high performance sports cars. 

It was first revealed about four 
years or so ago as an option on the 
big VFR1200 and the NC700, and that 
now fitted to the NC750 is effectively 
the second generation, mated in this 
case to a bike with more power and 
torque than its predecessor. 

This was the first time that I had 
ridden a bike with this system and 
found it something of a revelation. It is 
almost, if not impossible, to stall, it’s 
silky smooth and snatch-free at low 
speeds and one of the easiest bikes 
I’ve ever ridden. 

Add to that its light weight, low cen¬ 
tre of gravity and excellent balance, 
and it’s ideal for town traffic as well as 
rewarding on the open road, too. 

It wasn’t built for sports bike perfor¬ 
mance, with a modest 54bhp from its 
750cc twin cylinder engine. But that is 
75cc larger than its NC750 predeces¬ 
sor and therefore comes with a useful 
extra helping of power and torque for 
surprisingly peppy performance. 

The NC750S is an adventure style 
machine with a particularly comforta¬ 
ble saddle and upright riding position, 
providing comfort and an excellent 
view ahead. If you don’t fancy the styl¬ 
ing Honda has used the same under¬ 
pinnings for the Integra - a big scooter 
- or the trailee styled 750X. 

There’s a lot of innovative design 
involved, particularly in making the 
750cc twin one of the lightest engines 
of its kind. It’s also fitted with balancer 
shafts which very successfully smooth 
out vibrations. 


Once on the move I couldn’t actu¬ 
ally hear the engine above the wind in 
my helmet (the flip front kind which is, 
admittedly, notoriously noisy). That’s 
a shame since while pulling away the 
slow ‘thump thump’ of a big twin was 
pleasantly nostalgic for those of us 
around in the Sixties. 

The Honda also differs from most 
competitors in that it has a ‘boot’. 
The fuel tank is under the seat, and 
what appears to be a tank in front of 
the saddle is in fact a lockable cargo 
space big enough to take a full-face 
helmet. 

On the auto version, manual or auto 
gearchange mode is selected with a 
trigger switch on the right hand grip, 
while a thumb switch selects neutral, 
drive or sport modes. 

Honest 

With your left hand (which, of 
course, has no clutch to worry about) 
you use either a finger or thumb for 
manual up or down changes. To be 
honest, I didn’t bother much as for a 
riding style which goes with this kind 
of bike the auto mode is perfectly suit¬ 
ed. 

For the die-hards amongst us, a foot 
pedal for manual gearchanging is an 
optional extra. 

In Drive mode the electronics get 
you into top (sixth) gear as soon as 
possible - usually under 40mph and 
will hold you there as long as it can. I 
found it the best choice around town 
and on the motorway, and it would no 
doubt reduce the risk of spinning up 
the back tyre in the wet. 

There is the equivalent of a ‘kick 


down’ for overtaking. Give the throttle 
a determined twist of the wrist and the 
electronics interpret your intentions, 
changing down one or two gears 
probably as quickly as most riders for 
a burst of acceleration. 

Or you could just press the ‘down’ 
button a couple of times, of course. 

Gear shifting is seamless at any 
speed adding to the bike’s character¬ 
istic smoothness. 

In Sport mode the gearbox hangs 
on to the lower gears for longer and 
to higher revs - you usually need to 
pass 60mph to get top for example - 
to make more of the Honda’s perfor¬ 
mance potential. 


I found it better than ‘drive’ for more 
challenging, twisty roads as it also 
changes down more readily, giving 
you more engine braking while set¬ 
ting up for a bend or roundabout. And 
more flexible drive and acceleration 
out the other side, naturally. 

Drive mode is obviously the eco¬ 
nomical option, with a remarkable 
81.6mpg average claimed for the 
NC750S. 

That’s Honda’s figure but I don’t 
doubt its accuracy. I chose some of 
the most challenging b-roads I know 
on the Welsh borders for the test ride, 
and even in Sport mode still averaged 
over 74mpg. 


The bike’s low centre of gravity and 
excellent frame make it a nimble, real¬ 
ly ‘flickable’ machine, unlike some of 
the bigger, heavier enduro machines, 
which really flattered my riding style. 

The NC750 has only one, instead 
of the usual two, discs at the front 
but braking is nevertheless well up to 
stopping a machine of this weight. 

It probably won’t appeal to the 
sports bike enthusiast, but with its 
user-friendly nature and economy, 
particularly around town, it may well 
tempt a few commuters on to two 
wheels.

The Infiniti 
gives a buzz 
to the luxury 
end of market

Infiniti for many, could conjure up images of 
children’s favourite Buzz Lightyear, So for 
those people still in the dark about Infiniti, 
the start of the Formula 1 season will give 
ample reminders. 

The Japanese car maker, the luxury arm of Nissan, 
sponsors the Red Bull racing team. And while the brand, 
launched in the UK continues to grow slowly in the public’s 
consciousness, it has been around for more than 25 years, 
gaining particular success in America. 

The cars are at the executive, luxury end of the market 
and offer a combination of standout design, powerful en¬ 
gines and cutting edge technology. 

The also offer a high level of standard equipment across 
the range, which can add many thousands to the prices of 
their competitors. 

No better example perhaps of this is the new Q50, a lux¬ 
ury saloon which is packed with technology and features 
a new, 2.1 litre diesel engine sourced from Mercedes, plus 
a hybrid version. It also marks the first car in the Q or QX 
range, which will brand all their cars, right up to the Formula 
1 Q100 driven by Sebastian Vettel. 

It is an eye-catching car both inside and out and definite¬ 
ly food for thought for its German rivals. The turbocharged 
diesel gives the car decent acceleration and excellent econ¬ 
omy, plus, importantly, low C02 emissions which make it a 
real option in the all-important business sector. Emissions 
of just 114 g/km put it in the lowest benefit in kind taxation 
bracket and while the claimed 64-odd mpg average con¬ 
sumption seemed optimistic, the car was easily in the mid- 
50s range. 

The 170PS diesel has plenty of urge, propelling the vehi¬ 
cle to 60mph from a standing start in just 8.5 seconds and 
on to a top speed of 144mpg. But it is not all about the pow¬ 
er. This is a refined unit with little diesel clatter and what 
engine, road and wind noise there is, is effectively muffled 
by the car’s soundproofing system. Transmission is deliv¬ 
ered via a slick-shifting six speed gearbox sending drive to 
the rear wheels. 

Another advantage is how the car looks, a distinct differ¬ 
ence to the German market leaders and always attracting 
curiosity. It has flowing, yet muscular lines, eye-catching 
headlight and rear light clusters, twin exhausts twin, five- 
spoke 17-inch alloys and off course the Infiniti badge. 

The exterior is also protected with the firms ‘healing’ 
paint, which self repairs small scratches. Inside the car is 
both roomy and comfortable. It has the longest wheelbase 
in its class so both front and rear occupants get good head 
and leg room. It also features a huge 500 litre boot and the 
rear seat splits 60/40 for extra luggage space and there is 
access to the boot through the rear centre armrest. The 
layout of the dash and controls is neat and logical while the 
dash features a battery of hi-tech equipment, dominated by 
the central dual touchscreen which looks pretty much like a 
computer tablet with its swipeable screen. 

For the most part fixtures and fitting are high class, but 
the expensive feeling soft touch finish in some areas is let 
down by some lower grade plastics. The steering wheel is 
also multi function and the car features the now-common- 
place push button starter. Needless to say luxury cars need 
to ride well and the Q50 is a comfortable car to be a passen¬ 
ger and driver and although perhaps not the most dynamic 
of models, it still feels sure footed and grips well on corners. 

At just over £30k this is a lot of car for the money. Wheth¬ 
er it can attract the potential buyers from the established 
German brands remains to be seen but throw in standard kit 
like Infiniti Drive Mode Selector, Bluetooth, rearview camera, 
zone adaptive climate control, six-speaker sound system 
and heated leather seats and it looks an attractive package.

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Mercedes 
joins great 
crossover 
revolution

It’s not like Mercedes-Benz to miss out on an 
opportunity. There are few companies more 
committed to filling niches and sub-niches 
than the Stuttgarters, but if you had to nomi¬ 
nate two that were even more opportunistic, 
you’d probably finger Audi and BMW. 

Both companies have lined their pockets in this 
country with their smaller SUVs, Audi with the Q3 and 
Q5 and BMW with its XI and X3 models. 

Meanwhile, Mercedes has been left uncharacteristically 
bereft, with nothing comparable in its product range. Until 
now, that is. 

The GLA Class is Mercedes’ answer and it hasn’t taken 
AMG long to get its hands on it and produce the vehicle we 
have here; the GI_A 45 AMG. We’ve had A and CI_A-class 
models with that suffix before and it spells all-wheel drive 
traction and a surfeit of power that’s almost obscene. 

Can it work in a higher-riding ‘crossover’ body? Audi’s RS 
Q3 has demonstrated that a market exists. Can Mercedes 
trump Audi at its own game? 

Fireworks 

There’s only one engine on offer but it is quite a pow- 
erplant. A 2.0-litre four-cylinder unit might not immediate¬ 
ly promise great fireworks, but this one comprehensively 
trumps the 31 OPS 2.5-litre lump in the Audi RS Q3, devel¬ 
oping a hefty 360PS from a relatively lightweight hand-built 
twin-scroll turbo engine. 

Mercedes claims it to be the most powerful series-pro¬ 
duction four-cylinder turbo engine in the world and although 
you might well remember the odd Mitsubishi Evo with a few 
more ponies under the bonnet, for the time being at least 
it’s impossible to argue with Mercedes’ claim. This engine 
develops 450Nm of torque from just 2,250rpm, again incre¬ 
mentally better than the Audi’s 418Nm. 

Think zero to 62mph in just 4.8 seconds on the way to 
an electronically limited 155mph top speed. That’s one fast 
crossover. 

The styling of the GLA 45 AMG offers a neat third way if 
you find the A45 AMG too gawky and the CLA 45 AMG too 
weird. Of the three, it’s probably got the most cohesive front 
to rear design and it’s not too overdone. 

The cabin gets some sporty touches, such as bolstered 
seats in Artico/Dinamica microfibre with red contrasting 
stitching and red seat belts. 

Expect to pay around £45,000 for the GLA 45 AMG, once 
you’ve allowed for some extras.

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Renault hits back in style

The new Megane Coupe is likely 
to play a major part in complet¬ 
ing the rescue of the ailing Re¬ 
nault brand. 

It’s not been a good time in Renault 
land of late but the GT Line Tom Tom 
1.5 dCi is a real example of the com¬ 
pany striking back with a flash of real 
style. 

So how do you tell it’s a GT Line model? 
At glance the sporting character of the Tom 
Tom versions is evident by the lower ride 
height - reduced by 12mm compared to 
standard models in the range. 

The GT Line Megane has sporty looks 
and the diesel engine on the test car 
helped provide competitive performance 
with fantastic economy. 

At the front there is a special bumper 
design with a reshaped central air intake. 



Foglamps are housed in striking, dark 
chrome recesses either side of the bumper 
and there are black headlamp masks. It’s 
different from behind too. The bumper has 
a lower section finished in the body colour, 
which incorporates an aerodynamic diffus¬ 
er. 

The lowered suspension gives the 
Coupe a firm ride though, and I expected a 
bit more feedback and response from the 
steering. 

If you are looking to compare specs 
against main rivals such as Vauxhall Astra 
GTC and Volkswagen Scirocco you’ll find 
the Megane a cheaper buy, but you might 
lose out when it comes to trading in. 

The Coupe benefits from ABS with EBD 
brake assist, ASR traction control, Blue¬ 
tooth, Tom Tom live satellite navigation, 
cruise control a stability control system. 

The GT Line on test picked up rear park¬ 
ing sensors, aluminium sport pedals, Re- 
naultsport styling leather steering wheel 
and seats, 17inch alloy wheels, tinted rear

windows. A leather pack with heated and 
height adjustable seats are an extra £1,250 
but probably worth the money because 
this is a low car and finding the right indi¬ 
vidual seating position takes a little time. 

There’s plenty of space up front, but a 
sloping roofline means rear seat space 
headroom is limited and legroom hard to 
find. But there is a well-shaped and spa¬ 
cious boot which just passes the gold club 
test and is more than capable of carrying 
normal luggage loads. 

There’s a top speed of 118mph but it 
takes the 1.5 diesel 12.1 seconds to reach 
62mph - I expected better. 


But it’s running costs that are this Re¬ 
nault stand out from the crowd with com¬ 
bined fuel figures of over 80 miles to the 
gallon. 

A week’s normal motoring normally 
costs me close on a tank of fuel - the Meg¬ 
ane was still above half full and I was only 
emitting 90g/km of C02 emissions. 

As always Renault put a high value on 
safety and this model comes with front, 
side and curtain airbags as standard and 
front seat airbags which are designed to 
stop you slipping under the seatbelts in a 
crash.

But the Baggies are also 
braced for possible fresh in¬ 
terest in Olsson, with QPR’s 
promotion back to the Pre¬ 
mier League triggering am¬ 
bitious plans from Loftus 
Road boss Harry Redknapp. 


Clement is the new favourite for Baggies No.l 


REAL Madrid coach Paul Clement has 
emerged as a possible contender to be Albi¬ 
on’s new boss after revealing he is ready to 
try his hand at management. 

Clement, who helped Real win the Eu¬ 
ropean Cup on Saturday, is believed to be 
interested in the Hawthorns hotseat as he 
eyes up his first job as a ‘No.l’. 

The 42-year-old, who is the brother of 
former Baggies defender Neil Clement, was 
installed as odds-on favourite to succeed 
Pepe Mel as bookmakers slashed his price. 
Clement, who has assisted Carlo Ancelotti 
at Chelsea, Paris Saint Germain and Real, 
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has long coveted a chance to manage his 
own side. 

And, in the wake of Real’s Champions 
League final win against Atletico Madrid 
on Saturday, he said: “I think the time for 
me to be a No.l is soon. 

“A few opportunities have come my way, 
but this (Real) is a difficult place to leave. 
It’s a great club, a great city, a great tra¬ 
dition and it gives you the opportunity to 
win things. 

“I’m not ruling anything out. It’s more 


than likely it will be in England, but if a 
nice opportunity came up in another coun¬ 
try I wouldn’t rule it out. 

“Carlo has given me a lot of confidence 
and given me the belief that one day I can 
do it. But he hasn’t kicked me out of the 
door just yet.” 

Clement failed to make the grade as a 
professional player and left football to train 
as a teacher before returning to the game as 
a coach with Chelsea’s academy. 

He assisted Guus Hiddink briefly during 
the Dutchman’s first-team reign at Stam¬ 
ford Bridge but became a key member of 


the first-team staff under Ancelotti, who 
then took Clement to Paris and Madrid. 

He has carved out a reputation as an ex¬ 
cellent coach and is likely to be of interest to 
Albion, who hope to complete a seven-man 
shortlist this week before narrowing the 
search down to three candidates to be in¬ 
terviewed by chairman Jeremy Peace. He 
has also been linked with the Brighton job. 

But his lack of any managerial experience 
could count against him in the final reckon¬ 
ing. Clement has also been linked strongly 
with the manager’s job at defeated Champi¬ 
onship play-off semi-finalists Brighton.

Though it is yet to be con¬ 
firmed by the club, Hem¬ 
mings’ departure will not 
come as a major surprise. 

Despite scoring five goals 
last season, the winger then 
found himself struggling for 
consistency after a bright 
start to the campaign and 
then found himself firmly 
out in the cold when the 
Saddlers resigned Brandy 
on loan in the January. 

It is the latter’s future 
which will now be of greater 
interest to fans, after re¬ 
ports in Yorkshire suggested 
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Sheffield United are pre¬ 
pared to let the 25-year-old 
go for the right price. 

Brandy has struggled to 
settle at Bramall Lane since 
moving there last summer 
when his contract at the 
Banks’s expired and looks 
increasingly surplus to re¬ 
quirements, following the 
Blades signing of former 
Notts County wideman 
Jamal Campbell-Ryce.
